Meanwhile, two other secu- 
rity guards were interviewing 
other passengers and opening 
briefcases, cabin-bags, purses, 
and other belongings. One man 
carried a yellow and white box 
with the name of a liquor store 
in the Virgin Islands. 

“It’s only booze,” the pas- 
senger said. But one of the 
agents opened up the box. 

In the corridor, each pas- 
senger walked between two six- 
1 foot-high chromium poles about 
two inches thick. Beside the 
poles were two steel-cased 
boxes and a third box was on 
1 one of the poles.
